Walker Peaple Anxious. 


The people livin g at W alk er and

A con­ 
siderable j*ortion of his speech was 
devoted to an examination of the re­ 
cently Sugg* Hied danger to the Niea 
ragua canal route <>i seismic disturb­ 
ances. 
Tills flanger, he concluded, aft­ 
er a *areful review of many authori­ 
ties, existed only In the immagmation 
of those who desired to defeat the ca­ 
nal project. 
His study of the situation 
had convinced him that really there 
was greater flanger from volcanic and 
earthquake disturbances to the Pana­ 
ma route than 
to the 
Nicaraguan 
route; but he was satisfied that little 
danger to either was to be anticipated. 
Mr. Morgan reviewed at length the 
political conditions In Colombia, timi­ 
ng ta them a grave menace to the 
United States in the construction of 
a canal by the Panama route. 
He pre­ 
sented also the present phases of the 
diplomatic negotiations looking to the 
building of a canal by both the N ica­ 
ragua route and by the Panam a route.
